The number of in- 
dividuals subscribing, the tabula- 
tion of which is not completed, is 
expected to be close to 15,000,000.

ANTI-BOLSeiKI 
6ET RECOGNITION 



(By Associated Press) 

Paris, May 26— Bulletin— The 
Council of Four, according to 
Renter's Agency, haj> decided to 
recognize the anti-Bolsheviki 
governments of Admiral Kolchalk 
and Gen. Denikine, if they agree 
to convoke a genuine constituent 
assembly and accept its verdict as 
to.the future form of the Russian 
government and also acccept the 
League of Nations covenant and 
its consequences as affecting the 
boundaries of the former empire. 

The policy adopted, it is added, 
will enable the allies to recognize 
and assist any force in Russid co- 
operating in the struggle against 
soviet rule. The allies will not 
furnish Kolchak and Denikine 
with troops but will supply them 
with arms, munitions, money and 
food on a large scale than here- 
tofore. 

OHIO GOES DRY 

ON TUESDAY 

(By Associated Press) 
Columbus. C May 26 — Ohio's feW re- 
maining saloons and wine rooms sang 
their songs today and prepared, for the 

beginning of the state-wide prohibi- 
tion tomorrow. 

Mo.-!t of the state'!? saloons closed 
Saturday night, the end of the state 
license year, to avoid payinsr tho J300 
or more nf-tv.s.iary to reopen for one 
day before the constitutional amend- 
ment, adopted last November, becomes 
effective. The larger saloons and big 
hotel bars, however, renewed their 11- 
cen.so.s and prepared to remain open 
until midnight, the last minute of 
their legal life. 

One of the saloons remaining open 
today was the Sam Ungerleider bar at 
Bridi^eport, Ohio, which employs 77 
bartenders and clerks and which for 
three years past has avemged a sa|e 
of 20.000 drinks a day. The Unger- 
leider saloon has 216 feet of bar. 

Many of the more famous bars and 
saloons will become but a memory 
after today. Many others, however, 
opened today as lunch rooms, restau- 
rants and soft drink saloons. Still 
others have announced that they will 
go into new lines after a short vaca- 
tion, A few owners have stated that 
they will go to Burope and open liquor 
stores. Several breweries will be con- 
verted into Ice and cold storage plants. 

Grape owners and wine makers a- 
long the Ohio shores of C^ake Erie an- 
nounced that they will manufacture 
soft drinks ia the future. 

Beainnina tomorrow, Ohio wHl 
known as um blageot prohibition state 
In the countrjr — a record held until re- 
cently by Michigan. As a result of 
prohibition, the state will loses ap- 
proximately $4,000,000 annually in 
liquo^ taxes. Several new revenue 

g reducing measures are now pending 
efore the Ohio general assembly.

America with 
his friend for the purpose of se- 
curing an education, and has been 
attending school in Richmond 
since, making fine progress. He 
has shown such an excellent spirit 
and desire to obtain an education 
and make a "man of himself, that 
thie Board took unanimous action 
toward giving him every assist- 
ance possible and 'Without charge. 

All of the present faculty of the 
Normal were re-elected by the 
Regents for the next term, with 
the exception of Miss Ruth An- 
nette Hardin, "head of the Expres- 
sion Department. Her health haa 
made it necessary for her to take 
a rest to recuperate. Miss Anne 
McMillan, of Carthage, 111., suc- 
ceeds her. President T. J.'Coates 
was also re-elected for another 
two->ear term, which will be 
good news to his friends and the 
many friends of the institution 
where ho is doing such fine work.

Paris, May 26— Bulletin— The 
Cotmcil of Four, according to 
Renter's Agency, has' decided to 
recognize the anti-Bolsheviki 
governments of Admiral Kolchalk 
and Gen. Denikine, if they agree 
to convoke a genuine constituent 
assembly and accept its verdict as 
to .the future form of the Russian 
government and also acccept the 
League of Nations covenant and 
its consequences as aflFecting the 
boundaries of the former empire. 

The policy adopted, it is added, 
will enable the allies to recognize 
and assist any force in Russid co- 
operating in the struggle agMnst- 
soviet rule. The allies will not 
furnish Kolchak and Denikine 
with troops but will supply them 
with arms, munitions, money and 
food on a large scale than here- 
tofore. 

OHIO GOES DRY 

OKTUKDAY

Columbus, O.. May 26-^-Ohio's few re- 
maining saloons and wine rooms sang 
llu ir songs today and prepared for the 
beginninfr of the state-wide prohibi- 
tion tonio!TO\V. 

Most of tlie stat'-'s saloons closed 
Saturday night, the end of the state 
license vear, to avoid paying the $300 
pr mort* neo*ssary to reopen for one 
day before the constitutional amend- 
ment, adopted last November, becomes 
eSective. The larger saloons and big 
hotel bais, however, renewed their li- 
censes and prepared to remain open 
until midnight, the last minute of 
their legal life. 

One of the saloons remaining open 
today was the Sam Ungerlelder bar at 
Hridtreport, Oiiin. which employs 77 
bartenders and clerks and which for 
three years past lias averajjed a sale 
of 20.000 drinks a day. The Unger- 
leider saloon has 216 feet of bar. 

Many of the more famous bars and 
saloons will become but a memory 
after today. Many others, however, 
opened today as lunch rooms, restau- 
rants and soft drink saloons. Still 
others have announced that they will 
go into new lines- after a short vaca- 
tion. A few owners have stated that 
they will go to Europe and open liquor 
storea. Several breweries will be con- 
verted into ice and cold storage plants. 

(Srape owners and wine makers a- 
long the Ohio shores of rAke Erie an- 
nounced that they will manuXSwtVe- 
soft drinks in the future. 

Beginning tomorrow. Ohio will be 
known as the biggest prohibition state 
in the country — a record held until re- 
cently by Michigan. As a result of 
prohibition, the state ■ftill loses ap- 
proximately $4,000,000 annually in 
liquor taxes. Several new revenue 
producing measures are now pending 
before the Ohio general assembly.

The allies will not 
furnish Kolchak and Denikine 
with troops but will supply them 
with arms; munitions, money and 
food on a hrge scale than here- 
tofore.

Columbus, C May 2C-^Ohto*B few re- 
maining saloons and wine rooms sang 
their songs today and prejtare^ for the 
beginning of the state-Wide prohibi- 
tion tomorrow. 

Mojst of tlie staff's saloons closed 
Saturday nifjht, the- end of the state 
license year, to avoid paying the $300 
or more necvssary to reopen for one 
day before the constitutional amend- 
ment, adopted last November, becomes 
effective. The larger saloons and big 
hotel bais, however, renewed their li- 
censes and prepared to remain open 
until midnight, the last minute of 
tlieir legal life. 

One of the saloons remaining open 
today was the 8am tJngerleider bar at 
Itridgeport, Ohio, which employs 77 
bartenders and clerks and which for 
three years pabt has averaged a sajo 
of 20.000 drinks a day. The Unger- 
I'^ider saloon has 216 feet of bar. 

Many of the more famous bars and 
saloons will become but a memory 
after today. Many others, however, 
opened today as lunch rooms, restau- 
rants and soft drink saloons. Still 
others have announced that they will 
go into new lines- after a short vaca- 
tion, A few owners have stated that 
they wUI go to Burope and open liquor 
stores. Several breweries will be con- 
verted mto ice and cold storage plants. 

GrapeVbwnera and wine makers a- 
long the Ohio shores of I^ke Brie an- 
nounced that they will manufacture 
soft drinks in the future. 

Beginning tomorrow, Ohio will be 
known as the biggest prohibition state 
In the country — a record held until re-- 
cently by Michigan. As a result ot 
prohibition, the state will loses ap- 
proximately $4,000,000 annually in 
liquor taxes. Several new revenue 
rodacinff me«urare# axe now pendins 
efore the Ohio gtamrwJ assembly.
